In its continuing effort to 
meet the medical needs of Elba and 
the surrounding area, the Elba 
General Hospital has created a new 
service called ‘‘Mednight,’’ a service 
created specifically for people who 
cannot fit a doctor's visit into their 
schedule., 

“Mednight will provide primary 
and minor emergency care from 6 
p.m. until 6 a.m., Monday through 
Thursday,’’ stated Elba General 
Hospital administrator Paul 
Grummer, ‘‘and from 6 p.m. Friday 
until 6 a.m. Monday. 

‘‘Mednight will be located in the 
emergency room at Elba General and 
will be staffed by full-time 
physicians and medical personnel. 
There will be no emergency room 
charge, but of course the routine 
fixed fee will be charged for the visit, 


‘No appointments are necessary 
and the residents of Elba and the 
local area should feel comfortable 
about the service, just as they would 
a routine trip to the doctor's office. 

“This service isn’t intended to 
take the place of your regular 
doctor,’ said Grummer, ‘‘In fact, 
after each visit to Mednight a report 
will be sent to your family physician 
for his file. 

‘We hope this service will help 
patients receive medical care when 
they cannot go to their family doctor 
and also give residents who receive 
minor injuries, or become ill during 
the night, a place to go and receive 
quality medical care without the high 
cost of emergency room services.’*

Council approves new voting 


districts & polling places 


The Elba City Council has 
officially approved an ordinance that 
will place voting for the five city 
council members in wards, with 
residents of each of the five wards 
eligible to run only in that ward and 
also eligible to only vote for that one 
council member. The mayor of 
course will still run on a citywide 
basis. 

Along with this move was the 
adoption of voting places in each of 
the five wards, Previously all voting 
had been in one location, which was 
on Claxton Avenue in the Army 
Reserve building. 

Ward 1 will now vote in the 
Mulberry. Heights school; Ward 2 
will vote in the U.S, Army Reserve 
building on Claxton Avenue; Ward 3 
voting will be in the city recreation 
building at the old city pool (at Pea 
River bridge); Ward 4 residents will 
vote at the Elba Public Library; and 
Ward 5 voters will cast their ballots 
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at the National Guard Armory on 
Airport Road. 

The above was adopted at the 
urging of the U.S. Justice Depart- 
ment and is designed to keep Elba 
out of a class action lawsuit now 
being filed by an Alabama organiza- 
tion of predominantly black citizens, 
Alabama Democratic Conference. 

A copy of the new ordinance and 
a map showing the districts is 
published in the legal section of this 
week's Clipper. 

The Elba City Council has also 
adopted a budget for the coming 
year totaling $1,359,000. This is 
about $78,000 higher than from the 
previous year but doesn’t include 
any income from the hydro plant nor 
the local hospital. Mayor English 
noted he was unsure of any income 
from these and was afraid to plan on 
any income from them. It did 
include borrowing of $40,000 for 
equipment and street work, 


. 


commission agreed to adopt a new 
policy on the matter. Under the new 
policy, the county’s engineering 
department will inspect the site for 
construction of a driveway and notify 
the landowner of the acceptable size 
pipe for the job. 

The landowner will then be 
expected to purchase the pipe and 
the county will cover the pipe and 
finish the work on the right-of-way. 
New drives must now be a minimum 
of 20 feet and a maximum of 50, and 
all corrugated metal pipe must be 
new, while concrete pipe may be 
used but must be approved by the 
engineering staff. 

The policy of doing work on 
church yards was also addressed at 
Monday’s meeting and the 
commission agreed to delay any 
action until the county attorney could 
meet with the group and outline just 
what the county could legally do. 

The controversial matter came up 
Monday when Commissioner 
Eugene Bradley made a motion that 
the county haul topsoil to the Mt. 
Olive Church and level the soil after 
dumping. The county engineer 
stated the attorney general had ruled 
doing work on church property was 
illegal because church grounds were 
private property, and while one 
commissioner retorted that he 
doesn’t always agree with the 
attorney general, the majority of the 
commissioners did agree that it 
didn’t want to do anything illegal. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved the low bid on unleaded 
fuel and diesel fuel from Heath Oil 
Company of Enterprise at a cost of 
$9,488 for the total order of 16,000 
gallons of fuel; 

***approved a budget for the coming 
year in the amount of $4,911,257, 
which was an increase of approxi- 
mately $200,000 from a year ago; 

***approved a new pay scale for

employees; 
***took no action on a bill from 
Wiregrass Electric Co-op in the 
amount of $6,448.38 for moving 
utility poles on the Sconiersville 
Road; 

***voted to borrow a total of 
$84,661.49 to pay the cost of paving 
portions of the Sconiersville Road 
and the Wren Strickland Road; 
***approved the purchase of a truck 
to be used to haul a tractor from the 
state surplus lot at a cost of $10,000; 
***was informed that Larry Pope 
had closed a road leading to his 
home in the county and did so 
without the approval of the 
commission, prompting the 
commission to turn the matter over 
to the county attorney; 

***was informed that the roads in 
the county were being marked for 
striping; 

***discussed the damage being done 
to county roads by gravel trucks 
hauling large loads of gravel from 
Enterprise to the construction sites 
for the new staging fields in the

LEPC meeting set for Oct.5 


Coffee County is in the process of 
complying with the federal legis- 
lature passed Oct. 17, 1986 - the 
“Superfund, Amendments and 
Reauthorization Act (SARA).’’ The 
Coffee County Commissioners Court 
appointed Commissioner Bill Faulk 
as chairman of the Local Emergency 
Planning Committee (LEPC), 

Faulk’said there will be a meeting 
of the representatives affected by the 
new law Oct, 5 at 7 p.m. at the Farm 
Center Community Room in New 
Brockton, 

Makeup of the LEPC jis as 
follows: an elected official or desig- 
nated representative for county and 
each municipality government, city- 
county emergency management 
agency, sheriff and law enforcement 
from each affected jurisdiction, fire 
department in each affected juris- 
diction, county health department, 
each hospital or representative, 
transportation organizations, county 


Dept. of Human Resources, broad- 
cast and print media, emergency 
medical services, rescue squads, 
owners and operators of facilities 
subject to this law. 

Dave White, from the Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency, 
will be at the meeting to outline the 
exact responsibilities of the local 
committee. 

The federal action mandates 
several actions that the local govern- 
ment as well as industry and other 
facilities must use to process and 
store one or more of the 406 
extremely dangerous chemicals. At 
least 50 of these chemicals are stored 
and used locally, and one of the 
responsibilities of the committee is 
to know where these chemicals are 
located in case there is a natural 
disaster that releases these 
chemicals into the environment so 
that people in the surrounding area 
can be properly notified, 


Unemployment rate inches up 


The Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations released its monthly report 
on unemployment across the state 
last week and for the first time in 
over a year the unemployment rate 
in Coffee County showed a slight 
increase, 

The detailed report revealed that 
in the month of August Coffee 
County’s unemployment rate inched 


up from 5,9 percent to 6.0 percent, 
which reflects 1,070 workers 
unemployed out of a work force of 
17,700. The rate is still far below the 
7.6 percent rate of a year ago and is 
well below the current state 
unemployment rate of 7,2 percent.

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The deadline for all employees to 
submit a 1987 Form W-4 or W-4A, 
“Employee’s Witholding Allowance 
Certificate,’’ is fast approaching. For 
those who have not filed their 
withholding certificate yet, the Tax 
Reform Act of 1986 requires all 
employees to submit a new Form 
W-4 or W-4A to their employers 
before Oct. 1, 1987. 

Employees do not need to fill out 
both forms. For example, employees 
who have already given their 
employer a 1987 Form W-4 do not 
need to also fill out a Form W-4A 
unless they wish to change their 
withholding. 

IRS has instructed employers 
how to withhold for employees who 


do not meet the Oct. 1 deadline. 
Employers will make no change for 
single employees who have claimed 
one or zero allowances, or for 
married individuals who have 
claimed zero, one or two allowances, 
or for married individual who have 
claimed zero, one or two allowances, 
or who have been withheld at the 
higher single rate. From single 
employees who claimed more than 
one allowance, employers will 
withhold based on one allowance, 
and married persons with more than 
two allowances, will only be allowed 
the two. 

Even though taxpayers may have 
already filed a Form W-4 or W-4A 
with their employers, now would be 


a good time to check to see if the 
amount of tax withheld from their 
wages is correct, Publication 919, 
“Is My Withholding Correct?’’ may 
be used to determine whether they 
are having the right amount of tax 
withheld, The publication will help 
them to estimate their 1987 tax and 
their 1987 withholding. They then 
can compare the two amounts to see 
whether too much or too little tax is 
being withheld. 

Taxpayers generally can get 
Form W-4 and W-4A from their 
employers. They are also available 
free, along with Publication 919, at 
any local Irs office or by calling 
1-800-424-3676. 


Peanut Farmers Urged Not To Sign Buyback Provision 


Alabama Peanut Producers 
Association president James Earl 
Mobley urges growers not tosign the 
buyback provision with buyers when 
marketing the 1987 peanut crop. The 
“‘buyback’’ provision of the peanut 
program allows peanuts to be moved 
from the export or ‘‘additional’’ 
market to the ‘‘quota’’ or domestic 
market. 

This year the number of growers 
who have not signed contracts or 
pledged their peanuts to shellers. is 
much higher than usual, according to 
association officials. This has been 
due to low contract price offering for 
additional or export peanuts result- 
ing from the large additional 
carryover from the 1986 crop. 

Under the buyback system, 
shellers are allowed to convert 
export peanuts to domestic or quota 
peanuts with the producers’ per- 
mission. The provision exists to 
insure that the domestic market has 
an adequate supply of needed 
peanuts. 

Growers who cannot reach satis- 
factory agreements with buyers may 
prefer to market their peanuts 
through the government’s Commo- 
dity Credit Corporation. In the 
southeast, the arm of the CCC is the 
GFA Marketing Association. 

GFA has two marketing pools for 


growers: one pool for quota peanuts, 
the second for additionals.- At the 
close of the marketing year, profits, 
if any, are refunded to participating 
producers. To guard against 
government loss, losses incurred in 
the quota pool must be offset by 
profits in the additional pool. 
“Signing the buyback provision 
and allowing these peanuts to 
compete against quota peanuts is the 
worst marketing decision peanut 
growers could make this year,’’ said 


Mobley. ‘‘Some buyers are encour- 
aging growers to sign the buyback 
Suggesting that it will create more 
producer profits in the GFA market- 
ing pool for additionals. This may be 
true to an extent, but for every $1.00 
per ton profit to the pool from the 
buyback, it could cost the GFA quota 
marekting pool approximately $1.25. 

“This kind of trade-off doesn’t 
create much profits for grower 
refunds. Growers should not sign 
the buyback.’’

CITY OF ELBA 
STATE OF ALABAMA 
ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING 


METHOD OF ELECTING CITY 
COUNCIL MEMBERS BY DISTRICT 
ELECTIONS 


BE IT ORDAINED by the City 
Council of the City of Elba, Alabama, 
that the method of electing city 
council members shall be changed 
from an at-large election toa district 
election as hereinafter provided: 

ARTICLE FIRST. Section 2-3, 
Code of Ordinances is hereby 
amended to provide that the method 
of election of the five members of the 
City Council shall be by district 
elections. The former at-large 
method of electing city officials is 
hereby repealed. 

ARTICLE SECOND. The City of 
“Elba, Alabama, shall be divided into 
five () separate and distinct wards, 
as follows:

GOD OF THE VALLEYS 

When Ahab was king of Israel (1 
Kings 20), Ben-hadad, king of Syria, 
and 32 other kings came against and 
beseiged the city of Samaria. 

Ben-hadad sent messengers to 
Ahab saying, ‘‘Thy silver and thy 
gold is mine; thy wives also and thy 
children, even the goodliest, are 
mine.’’ Ahab agreed to this demand 
but Ben-hadad decided to send men 
into the city to personally take those 
things that were pleasant in Ahab's 
eyes. 

Israel decided to resist this 
intimidation and the result was a 
battle which Ahab and Israel won. 
God granted the victory for a sign to 
Ahab, ‘‘and thou shalt know that | 
am the Lord.”’ 

Ahad was warned that ‘‘at the 
return of the year the king of Syria 
will come up against thee.’’

The Elba Tigers will put a 4-game 
winning streak on the line Friday 
night when they host the winless but 
always dangerous Clayton Tigers in 
a Class 3A, Area 4 battle. 

**Clayton is better than they were 
last season,’’ stated Elba’s Coach 
Mack Wood, ‘‘and they can scare 
you with their tremendous speed on 
both sides of the football.

\utumn is officially here! With its arrival comes class, family 
and school reunions, church and school homecomings, ballgames 
and the annual Peanut Festival. 

The Curtis Reunion will be held Oct. 10 at the Coffee County 
Cooperative, the site of the Curtis schoolhouse that was closed and 
later destroyed by fire. All former students and faculty members

I attended the first reunion last year and wrote a column for The

nion ever held for students who attended Curtis School. From the 
time I started first grade there in 1943 till | graduated from the 
ninth grade in 1952, I met lots of people and have many happy 
memories. From the looks of the crowd, I wasn’t the only one who 
had fond memories of the country junior high school, located just 
off the sharp curve on Hwy. 84 between Elba and Opp. 

Graduates from the early 1900s reminisced about different 
buildings that housed the school, but I just remembered the final 
building that openend in the early ‘40s. I didn't realize until I read 
the history that I'd actually gone to a might near new school those 
nine years. I did, however, know the place and its people had left 
a lasting impression on me. How could I ever forget the indoor. 
bathroom facilities? No dividers between the seven commodes 
didn’t bother me because I din‘t know they should be there. I'd 
never been used to such, and I thought with such a facility I must 
be in some sort of mansion or palace. 

The auditorium, complete with a stage and two pot-bellied stoves, 
was also a favorite place of mine. | recollect all sorts of chapel pro- 
grams | enjoyed, such as plays presented by different grades, sing- 
ing by the entire student body, music recitals by the piano students 
and special programs that we paid a dime to see. After the pro- 
grams, the folding chairs were put away so the floor would be ready 
for basketball practice at recess or, perhaps, a scheduled game with 
another school in the area. 

Other times, we'd meet in the auditorium and pair off to do the 
Virginia Reel or other dances and games the teachers taught us. 
Of course, | couldn't forget the times the community gathered and 
supported the school at box suppers and other night programs. We 
raised needed funds and had lots of fun, too! 

The addition of the lunchroom during my second or third year 
put an end to my brown bagging. Even though I missed my usual 
baked sweet potato for lunch, | welcomed the hot meal. I'd never 
tasted such yummy mashed potatoes and gravy, the mixture of 
peanut butter and jelly or honey was delicious, and | also got a 
taste of my first meatloaf. | didn’t even mind when it was my turn 
to help clean off the tables or assist in other ways. I felt like a 
Waitress in a downtown restaurant! 

Activities before school and at recess were fun, too. If our bus 
got to the school in time, we'd have a quick game of baseball or 
kick the can before the final bell rang. Then, we waited impatient- 
ly till recess so we could team up again and compete. It usually 
took all of us to make up a team, so the girls and boys played 
together, chose sides and battled. Whatever we played—jump the 
sticks, kick the can, baseball, basketball or another game—we usual- 
ly had a good time and dreaded for recess to end. ° 

I owe all my basic learning to those dedicated teachers at Cur- 
tis. My first grade teacher, Mrs. Lena Grimes, taught several 
generations how to read and write, and Mrs. Hazel Lee drew a 
Christmas scene on her blackboard for every second grade class 
she taught. Watching Santa Claus and the Christmas scene come 
to life was the hightlight of my second grade year. My sister's 
friend, Frances Taylor, taught me third grade. 

My fourth, fifth and sixth grade years seem to merge together 
with several teachers molding me during those changing years. Our 
active group must have taken its toll on Mrs. Pinckard, Mrs. Whit- 
man, Mrs. Baxley, Mrs. Jean Johnson and others who taught and 
worked with us. It was during those years | remember waiting for 
the arrival of the bookmobile each week, and | enjoyed reading 
books by Grace Livingston Hill. 

As I grew older, | didn’t feel nearly as big as | had thought others 
were. When I was a first grader, | thought a fifth grader was sure- 
ly somebody special, and a ninth grader had to:be an adult almost 
ready for marriage. However, when | became a fifth grader, I didn't 
feel special. | certainly wasn’t ready for marriage when | reached 
ninth grade. 

I did mature some during those years, and Miss Mae Morris, Mrs. 
Mary F. Ringsdorf and Mr. fC. Griffin helped me along the way. 
As long as I have my right mind, | won't forget the multitude of 
rules | memorized in the Keys to Good English workbook for Miss 
Mae's class. Back then, | thought | was memorizing all that for 
Miss Mae, but she knew then | was doing it for me. I’m glad she 
had the foresight and demanded that I learn it. 

In addition to teaching me how to take notes and keep an organiz- 
ed notebook in seventh grade geography, Mrs. Ringsdorf taught 
me how to study for a test. She also taught me piano and gave me 
a scheduled time to practice at school. This was a lifesaver since 
1 didn’t have a piano at home. After taking lessons five years, | 
didn't become an accomplished pianist, but | did learn to appreciate 
music, I'll never forget Mrs. Ringsdorf and her patience! 

My principal, Mr, Griffin, was also my math teacher in junior 
high and he was a good one. In addition, he taught Alabama history 
and other subjects and coached the basketball teams. Bach year, 
the ninth graders would also present a class play that Mr. Griffin 
and the junior high teachers selected, They'd assign parts, give us 
a deadline to memorize them and give us a practice schedule, 
Somehow, we'd get it all together, and it was always the highlight 
of the spring, 

Graduation exercises were also held each year for the sixth and 
ninth grade classes. | remember having a part in each of these, and 
both were special occasions 

Hight in my freshman class were present Saturday, and I hadn't 
seen some of them since we graduated in 1952. As we talked and 
Caught up on the past 34 years, Raymond Rascoe summed up his 
(and our) feeling about Mr. Griffin when he said, ‘It wasn’t till after 
we graduated that I realized what an influence Mr. Griffin had on 
our lives, He really did a lot for us—it just took mea while to realize 
and appreciate it,” 

My classmates, Christine Wilson Knudson, Mary Esther Jacobs 
Morgan, Joe Frank Donaldson, Max Anderson, Betty Jean Foley 
Long, Raymond Rascoe and Jimmy Young, and I enjoyed seeing 
each other and the multitude of others whose lives have been touch- 
ed by Mr, Griffin and the teachers at Curtis School. We thought 
it was fitting that Janice Cowen Hudson, Nell Wilson Gilmer and 
others who organized the event decided to present Mr. Griffin with 
a plaque in recognition of his service to the community, 

There were other principals before Mr. Griffin, but he’s the one 
most of us remember, I'm happy the event was planned during his 
lifetime, and he learned firsthand that we do appreciate and treasure 
what he and other dedicated teachers and workers meant to us at 
Curtis School. They left their marks, and we came from all over 
the country to show them we care. 

It was a good day! It was fun seeing those from my class, but 
it was also fun meeting older and younger graduates, No matter 
what our age, the heritage of Curtis School definitely bound us all

Former ilba postal employee found not guilty 


A former Elba postal worker 
charged with misappropriation of 
over $1,000 in United States Post 
Office funds was found not guilty last 
week by a federal jury in Dothan. 

Charles Wayne Harrison, a 
postal employee for 22 years, was 
found not guilty by a jury of five 


of $1,671.99 and reported the 
shortage was discovered on March 
20, 1987, during an audit of post 
office records by Elba Postmaster 
Bill Bullard. The audit is conducted 
every four months and the shortage 
was confirmed by two _ postal 
inspectors who stated on the stand 
that they examined the audit after 
Bullard’s discovery. 

The inspectors stated they dis- 
covered that prior to the Elba Post 
Office’s January audit that Harrison 
had deposited his paycheck into the 
postal account, which allowed the 
records and account to balance.
